His name was Jack Sully, and his life had beena 
lawless one. LHe died as he lived, fleeing from the law

deathbed scene at Sully’s demise, nothing but the crack 
of a rifle and the sound of a body falling heaviiy to the 
earth as the last bullet found its way home. 

In a little while he will have been forgotten, and men 
can keep their cattle when they have gone to the 
trouble of raising them, For, though Sully was at the 
head of a big gang of rustlers, it needed his leadership 
to keep the dishonorable industry going, and with his 
departure it is probable that it will soon die out. 

Nobody knows just who Jack Sully was originally. 
He was only one of the hundreds of individuals who 
arrived at mining camps or cattle ranges in the days 
when no one asked a miun’s antecedents and the only 
requisite to fellowship was the ability to shoot well and 
quickly. If his real name was Jack Sully it would be 
surprising, for few men took their real names with 
them when they went West in those days, 

He appeared in South Dakota, in the country around 
what is now called Bonesteel, the heart of the Rosebud 
Reservation, about thirty years ago. He was a tall, 
raw-boned man of perhaps thirty-four or thirty-five. 
From the first he associated with the wildest and loos- 
est characters, and rapidly acquired a reputation asa 
doubtful character. He built a little hut on a high hill 
on the reservation, and proceeded to map out a career 
of crime. This was confined to the practice of “rust- 
ling,”’ which is nothing more nor less than cattle steal- 
ing. 

More and more deep grew the fear of Sully, greater 





and greater became his power. Other bad men were 
captured and shot or driven from the land, but Sully 
laughed as each met his doom and added a few more 
desperate characters to his gang. Ile was not afraid of 
the law, lynch or otherwise. Besides, he was clever 
enough to keep on good terms with his immediate 
neighbors, never molesting their cattle or showing 
himself to them in any but the best light, so that they 
were with him to the extent of warning him of the ap- 
proach of a sherifl’s posse or a vigilante committee. 

But as civilization grew Sully’s work increased in 
danger. The admission of South Dakota as a State 
put it under Federal authority, and he had the United 
States marshals to deal with. Now it 
sary for him to quit or to put his game on a safer basis. 
This latter course he adopted in a way that showed the 
masterfulness of the man,

Sully’s eyes blazed as he rose from the table where he 
was eating breakfast with his family. 

‘They'll never take me alive,” he said. 

Hie kissed his wife and daughters and hurried out to 
the stable, where he saddled his pony and buckled on 
his cartridge belt and a 38-calibre revolver. Turning 
to Diamond he said: 

“Diamond, I’ve never done you dirt. Now’s your 
chance to help mea little. Which way will I have the 
best chance of getting away from them?” 

“Jack, I'll tell you honest, there ain’t much chance 
anyway,” Diamond replied, “but if you want to make 
arun of it try the trail leading north. That’s your 
only chance.

Sully here made the bad mistake of not believing 
Diamond.

America’s Premier Jockey Looking 
For a_ License. 


Had Tod Sloan felt so inclined he might have ridden 
cently in Chicago.

the English racing authorities and cannot in conse- 
quence get a license from the Jockey Club to ride in the 
East, and believes it would prejudice his chances of

getting one if he accepted the opportunities to ride in 
the West. Sloan came back to America a few weeks 
ago with Young Corbett. It was Sloan’s first visit ina 
couple of years, ile has not yet given up the idea of 
riding, and if the English Jockey Club will grant the 
little Yankee a license it would not be long before he 
would be seen in the saddle. 

According to his own statement, Sloan has not 
gained any weight since he quit riding four years ago, 
and he would not have any trouble getting into con- 
dition for racing. In fact, Sloan has been doing plenty 
of work at Paris, where he has been galloping horses 
in the early morning bours to keep his hand in trim in 
the event of his reinstatement. Sloan is in hope of 
getting a license from the English authorities, 

“Tam glad to get back home after my long stay 
abroad—at France and England,” said Sloan. “I have 
been taking things pretty easy over there. I expect to 
look after some business interests over here, and will 
visit my home in Indiana. Of course, I would like to 
ride again. I don’t think it would take me long to get 
back into form. I galloped a number of horses at 
Paris, and found that [ have the same control] that I 
always had when in the saddle daily. 

“In regard to my action against the French society 
which controls the horse racing over there, it was taken 
merely to justify myself with the public. I recovered 
substantial damages from the society and that settled 
that part of the trouble. I have no reason to believe 
that I will not be able to ride in England. It is nearly 
four years ago since a license was refused me. I will 
admit that I made a few mistakes over there, but I 
neverin my life did anything wrong. There is no 
reason in the world why I should not be permitted 
to ride.” 

“All I want now is a chance to show that [ can ride 
and ride well. I intend to stick to riding horses fora 
living and to show the public that even a jockey can 
behave himself. 

“If my experience will prove of any value to others 
who are starting out as I started, I will be pleased. I 
have just this to say: No man,I do not care how 
clever he is at riding, can mix with the fastest sporting 
set and keep his head and attend to his riding. I tried 
it to prove that I could do it, and I failed. All I want 
now is to getalong rest and get myself in shape. I 
want to ride, and I believe I ean ride. I don’t think I 
have actually suffered in my ability from what I have 
done, and I have gained a lot of experience. 

“Just as soon as I can get around to it I intend to see 
if the Jockey Club cannot see its way clear to granting 
me alicense. I do not think I shall ever return to 
Tam going to remain here and work hard 
in an endeavor to get myself back into my old form.” 

Tod ought to know what he is talking about. He 
earned as high as $200,000 in a single racing season. He 
was petted and feted as no other jockey that ever lived.
